Print $2 Bill in Bright Color, 
Worried Citizen Advises U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (UP) 
—A citizen has come up with a 
plan to glamorize the unwanted 
$2 bill. His answer: A bright 
color, electric blue, maybe. 

The Treasury Department 
said: today the plan came from 
Emilian T. Boyko of St. Peters- 
burg, Fla., in a series of letters. 

Boyko said the $2 bill is a 
flop: “All people consider the 
$2 bill hard luck and show it.” 

Before the $2 bill goes the 
way of the doubloon the Treas- 
ury had better do something if 
it wants to “fill the void be- 
tween the one and the five,” 


he said. | 
Boyko said a $2: bill would 
be a “sure fire success in 


color.” He also put in a plug 


for adding a flashily-colored 
$3 bill or possibly abolishing 
the $2’bill entirely and turning 
out a $2.50 number. 

Spokesman said the Treas- 
ury Department could save 
hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars a year if people liked the 
$2 bill. “It costs about a penny 
to print a bill of almost any 
denomination,” he explained. 
“Every time we print five twos 
insteac of 10 ones, there’s a 
nickel.”

lied about the size and weight 
of their Sputniks. 

Astronomer royal Dr. Rich- 


quoted in the Sunday Dispatch 
on the eve of a visit to Russia 
in which he will lecture to 
Russian scientists. 

Woolley, head of Britain's 
Royal Observatory, said his in- 
formation came from a Lithu- 
anian scientist who has worked 
in Russia. 

This scientist said, the news- 
paper quoted Woolley, “The 
details we have been given 
about the weights and. dimen- 
sions are quite incorrect. 

“It is nothing like as large 
or as heavy as we have been 
led to believe.” 

Woolley said, “there is no 
doubt” the Russians launched 
their satellites as a “military 
experiment” and “in that case 
we could hardly expect them 
to be altogether frank.”

JEFFERSON CITY. Nov. 11 
(AP)—Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton (Dem.), Missouri, charged 
here today that “we are head- 
ing toward insecurity and in- 
solvency because we have not 
adjusted our defense organiza- 
tion to the incredible advances 
in new weapons technology.” 

In a Veterans’ day speech 
on the grounds of the Mis- 
souri Capitol, the former Air 
Force secretary said: 

“If we wish to stay ahead of 
the Soviets, we cannot ‘solve’ 
our shortage of scientists and 
engineers by cutting down on 
military research and develop- 
ment programs and discharg- 
ing technical people, as we are 
now doing.” 

He recommended a sharply 
increased budget for military 
research and development. 

He said President Eisen- 
hower’s new scientific assistant, 
Dr. James R. Killian, and the 
Secretary of Defense “should 
submit promptly to the Nation- 
al Security Council a statement 
of additional research and de- 
velopment budgets which are 
required.”

At Peak of Goodness 
and in Abundance, 
It Will Grace Many 
Holiday Table Set- 
tings. 


Now comes the comely cran- 
berry, at its peak of goodness 
and abundance, to co-operate 
in fall-winter menu planning. 

The career of the cranberry 


is a typical American success 
story, dating way back to the 
days when it captivated the 
colonists, who used it for 
sauces, jellies, jams—and to 
the Indians before them, who 
mixed it with deer meat to 
make “pe ican.” The Red 
Men called it “i-bimi” (sour 
berry); the present name may 
first have been “craneberry,” 
because the blossoms, topping 
slim, curved stems, somewhat 
resemble the head and neck 
of a crane. 

Long’ before nutritionists 
proved that the _ nutritious 
cranberry contains a _ whole- 
some mingling of minerals and 
vitamins, the skippers of 
North-American clipper ships, 
who had found out that it 
scared off the scurvy, always 
kept raw cranberries in casks 
on deck for their sailors to 
munch. 

Over the years, the cran- 
berry has progressed steadily 
in quality and capability. Our 
present, plump, gleaming, ber- 
ries are infinitely juicier and 
more flavorful than the early 
little wild ones. Cranberries, 
literally, have plenty of bounce. 
When put through a grading 
machine the good ones bounce 
gaily over a four-inch barrier: 
the “baddies” roll lazily to one 
side, into the discard. 

The cranberry’s versatility 
is more and more realized by 
cooks who are constantly find- 
ing new ways to capitalize on 
its tart-sweet flavor. They 
have discovered that it is just 
as intriguing a foil for ham 
and other meats as it is for 
its traditional crony, the tur- 
key. Its good taste and food 
value are underscored in com- 
bination with apples in com- 
pote or chiffon pie—both of 
these as alluring to look at as 
delicious to devour. For par- 
ties and afternoon teas, cran- 
berry nut bread, flavored with 
vitamin-rich orange juice, has 
plenty of come-hither. Little 
loaves of this bread, perkily 
wrapped, make fiattering holi- 
day-season gifts. 

The United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Association and oth- 
ers have cooked up these ex- 
citiag new cranberry ideas for 
adding flavor, color and nutri- 
ment to holiday and everyday 
meals. 

Fresh Cranberry and Apple 

Chiffon Pudding. 

One-half pound tart apples, 
peeled and sliced. 

Two cups fresh cranberries. 

Three tablespoons water. 

One-fourth cup butter or 
margarine. 

One cup sugar. 

Two eggs, separated. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla extract. 

One-fourth cup heavy cream, 
whipped 

Fresh mint for garnish.

Six to eight servings. 


Baked Fresh Cranberry and 
Apple Compote. 


Two cups fresh cranberries. 

Six medium tart cooking ap- 
ples. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup water. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Wash cranberries and place 
in a baking dish. Wash, peel, 
quarter anc core apples. Place 
in baking dish with cranber- 
ries. Sprinkle with sugar. Add 
water and salt. Cover and bake 
in a preheated moderate oven 
(350 degrees F). 1 hour or un- 
til apples are tender. Yield: Six 
to eight servings.

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That Giant Step 


“What the world needs today even more than 
a giant leap into outer space is a giant step 
toward peacé,” In these words President Eisen- 
hower concluded his address to the nation in 
which he promised a step-up of the missile pro- 
gram. As he said, the amassing of military 
might must not be permitted to take the place 
of unceasing hope and work for the day when 
this arms burden can be lifted. 

But how to take that giant step? A demand 
that the Soviets accept our disarmament plan is 
not a giant step. Neither is a Soviet demand 
that the West accept the Russian formula. When 
Khrushchev once more proposes a summit con- 
ference, and Secretary Dulles once more -dis- 
misses this by saying in effect that we have 
nothing to negotiate—that is not taking a giant 
step, but standing still. ay 

There is hope that the General:Assembly can 
find some formula for keeping the disarmament 
talks going. This is on tha.credit side. But to 
be realistic about it, the history of these talks 
in London is not encouraging. Attempting to 
arrive at a disarmament treaty without first set- 
tling some of the political issues that divide East 
and West has got nowhere to date. Is it not 
time to consider going the other way around, by 
way of political settlement?

It seems fairly obvious that a summit confer- 
ence should not be risked until prelimihfary ne 
gotiation has raised some prospect of stccess. 
Certainly the time for a summit conference is 
not ripe now. But it never will be ripe unless 
at some point somebody decides that work 
Should be begun toward a political settlement 
of such issues as Germany, the withdrawal of 
troops from central Europe, big-power rivalry 
in the Middle East, a definitive Asian agreement. 
The question is not whether to hold a summit 
conference now, but whether to set in motion 
forces which may make a fruitful conference 
possible in the future. 

Mr. Dulles has thrown cold water on Khru- 
shchev’s latest proposal of bilateral American- 
Rtissian negotiations, to be followed by a world 
conference to ratify any decisions thus arrived 
at. But if direct negotiations are not to be 
undertaken, what other “giant step” does the 
United States propose instead?

Bilateral negotiations are often spoken of as 
if they meant “dividing up the world.” They 
need not mean this. They could not mean it, 
if the results were subject to final decision by 
the other great powers and by the organized 
conscience of the world as represented in the 
U.N. Our Government could keep our allies 
constantly advised as the bilateral talks went on. 
Any such negotiation, in short, would be what 
the parties chose to make it.“[he objective need 
not be a private deal at the expense of less pow- 
erful nations, but rather the resolution of ten- 
sions arising primarily from conflicts between 
Soviet and American interests. 

The fact should be faced that at this moment 
the prospect for a successful negotiation of polit- 
ical and diplomatic issues is not much brighter 
than that for a disarmament agreement. But one 
must look ahead. The time for negotiation will 
never come until at some point our policy- 
makers decide to prepare for negotiation. 

Our stated policy has been to negotiate only 
“from strength.” Just possibly the clock now 
may be running in favor of Moscow rather than 
the West. Is it wise then to continue the old 
stalemate?. Unless we at least start preparing 
for negotiation at some future time, how is that 
“giant step toward peace” to be taken? 
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Lifting the Debt Ceiling 


Secretary of the Treasury Anderson’s reported 
plan to seek an early increase in the national debt 
ceiling is more than justified by this fall’s expe- 
rience with defense expenditures. Many of the 
drastic cuts in military programs, now so widely 
regretted, are traceable to the debt limit. Most 
of the Treasury’s revenue comes in during the 
first half of the year, but defense programs can- 
not be turned on or off without great damage to 
their effectiveness. Yet because the Adminis- 
tration failed to seek a temporary increase in 
the debt ceiling last summer, it was forced to 
Slash heavily by a shortage of cash during the 
lean months. 

By the time the new Congress meets, a good 
deal of the financial stringency may be past and 
there will probably be a disposition to compel 
the Administration to get along within the pres- 
ent debt limit. Then next summer and fall the 
same routine may have to be gone through again, 
with election-year politics complicating the issue. 

Is it not time to end this foolish game? No 
other nation hobbles its financial operation with 
a rigid debt limit of this kind. Ours serves no 
real function except to exaggerate the power of 
the congressional economy bloc and to hamstring 
the efficient operation of the Government. It 
should be abolished. 
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How Far Behind? 

The Administration’s decision to have the 
Army launch a space satellite with its Jupiter-C 
missile contradicts the earlier policy of keeping 
the satellite and military missiles programs 
apart. 

When Russia launched Sputnik I, Administra- 
tion spokesmen insisted that to merge the two 
programs for short-range advantage would hin- 
der long-range development of missiles. Now 
they are keeping the Vanguard satellite program 
as it was, but letting the Army into the field too. 

In the absence of an explanation of why or 
whether the original policy was wrong or right, 
it can only be concluded that the decision to 
achieve a quicker satellite launching came in 
response to misgivings about our missile pro 
gram both here and abroad. y 

But whatever the advantage, a quick satellite 
launching no, longer seems enough to answer 
more fundamental concern over the state of 
American science. As Richard Dudman report- 
ed in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, the United States 
may be behind Russia in other fields than mis- 
siles: aeronautics, data computers, high energy 
physics, meteorology. 

If this is so, the Administration and the nation 
need to concern themselves with the health of 
basic science and pure research, and not just 
missiles and space flight. This undoubtedly has 
been a concern of James R. Killian, the Presi- 
dent’s new special assistant for science and a 
respected scientist himself. 

As scientists see the problem, Mr. Dudman 
reports, the solution involves both more money 
and better organization for scientific effort. 
And the most likely point of departure for the 
Federal Government is the National Science 
Foundation, which is expected to lend both di- 
rection and funds to scientists’ and scholars 
without the risk of stifling. governmental con- 
trols. a 

The National Science Foundation only now 
has reached a point where it can spend as much 
as $40,000,000 a year. In terms of the potential 
scientific ‘‘shortages,”’ of which the nation is 


, 


becoming aware, that is not very much. But 
more than money is needed. Any proper co- 
ordination of scientific endeavor on a national 
scale must make certain that scientists know 
what already is being done, and do not waste 
effort. 

In sum, the Administration and Dr. Killian 
need to begin with a reappraisal of America’s 
total scientific “problem.” 
Yask, but the only way.to begin a race is to 
make certain of the direction. 
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Now There Are Three 


Dr. Frank J. Welch, President Eisenhower's 


‘ third appointee to the board of directors of 


the ‘Tefinessée Valley Authority, certainly 
seems at first blush an improvement on the twd 
other ng appointees. He is dean of the col- 
lege of agviculture and home economics at the 


University Of Kentucky at Lexington, once 


served as a director of the Federal Reserve 
Bank at Cleveland, and is a member of Presi 
dent Eisenhower's man commission on dis- 
posal of agri¢ultural surpluses. 

As the third man on a TVA board whose two 
other members are distinctly hostile to public 
power, Dr. Welch comes into a highly unusual 
picture. From what we know of him’so far it 
seems likely that in normal circumstancés. he 
would be an acceptable choice. The prevailing 
situation, however, is quite abnormal. Dr. 
Welch would have to fight a hard and lone 
battle for TVA if anyone were to fight for it 
at all. 

Would he do so, with all the attendant risks? 
George Hall reports from our Washington Bu- 
reau that Dr. Welch hesitated to take the un- 
expired-term appointment for reasons of financial 
security, and that his hope of being reappointed 
had a great deal to do with his acceptance. And 
Charles Bartlett of the Chattanooga Times wrote 
for the North American Newspaper Alliance: 


Dr. Welch balked at taking the position 
for some time because he was not enthusi- 
astic about surrendering his present capaci- 
ties for a federal post whose tenure would 
run only until May 16, 1960. He is reported 
to have met these doubts by recognition of 
the fact that the choice will again fall to the 
Eisenhower Administration and that*he will 
have had the opportunity tp prove his worth 
as a board member. 


The TVA board member who fights for public 
power and the other social gains TVA has come 
to represent is not going to be popular with the 
Eisenhower Administration, and will not likely 
be reappointed. No one can blame Dr. Welch 
for thinking of his financial security and that 
of his family. But if he is a captive appointee 
from the start, if his course is determined by 
a desire to please and obtain reappointment 
three years hence, can he afford the indepen- 
dence of mind and action which has always been 
essential to this job, and now has become abso- 
lutely crucial? 

We think this is a question the Senate Public 
Works subcommittee will want to ponder care- 
fully as it considers both the Welch and the 
Jones appointments. 
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Fuzzy Budget Picture 

Supervisor Matthews’s proposed $10,600,000 
county budget undoubtedly portends some bad 
news for tax-conscious county citizens, but it 
may not be so bad as it appears at first glance. 

True, the recommended spending level repre- 
sents a rise of $476,000 over actual appropria- 
tions this year, and that could indicate a 5-cent 
property tax increase. But the income side of 
Mr. Matthews’s budget, in conformity with an 
archaic Charter provision, is based on 1956 tax 
collections. This money has largely been spent; 
the new budget will exist on 1957 taxes and 
these are still to be collected. Certainly they 
will run higher than last year. How much high- 
er, nobody in the courthouse seems to know. 

On the gloomy side, however, is the fact that 
the budget provides funds for only eight months’ 
operation in the offices of the Assessor, Col- 
lector, Recorder and County Police. A 10-month 
budget has been set out for Health Department 
personnel. In all cases funds to run these agen- 
cies through the full year will be provided when 


‘a final budget is submitted next summer. 


What this all adds up to is that the county’s 
preliminary budget falls a good deal short of 
portraying an accurate picture of the county’s 
financial outlook. If Supervisor Matthews were 
permitted to anticipate the size of the revenues 
available for spending, county financing would 
come into much sharper foeus. 

The City of St. Louis and the St. Louis School 
Board, the two largest arms of local government 
in this area, budget on the basis of anticipated 
income, When the county gets around to 
amending its Charter this deficiency ought to 
be corrected.

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And the People Too Are in Orbits 


The old story of the people of Soviet Russia 
knowing only what their Government wants 
them to know has been retold in a most impres- 
sive way by E. E. Plummer Jr., a young Ameri- 
can Negro, in a recent issue of the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

His color made him ‘a target everywhere,” 
the people were ‘‘more than kind” to him and 
they questioned him avidly. He arrived during 
the Little Rock trouble and had a hard time 
trying to answer and explain questions con- 
cerning the race issue in the United States. It 
was a perfect opportunity for Mr. Plummer to 
express the bitterness or deep anger that racial 
persecution so frequently and so justifiably en- 
genders. Instead he told the Russians that the 
advantages of life in America far outweighed 
the disadvantages and that they had received a 
one-sided and distorted picture. 

Then he began asking about life in Russia— 
the regimentation, the dictation to artists of 
what and how to create, the rise of Stalin and 
his portrait after death as an evil man, the 
sending of troops to murder the Hungarians. 
Apparently his questions hit home, for most 
of them were answered with a deep silence. 
Mr. Plummer'’s conclusion was that the people 
“live in an orbit and refuse to move out of it 
for fear that they would be struck down by the 
mighty hands of the party.”

Is NATO the Answer to Vulnerability?

“Interdependence” is the Prime 
Minister’s theme. As he said on his 
return to London, “The time has 
passed when countries, however 
strong, can follow independent pol- 
icies.”’ 

That time, indeed, passed 10 years 
ago for all except the greatest powers. 
Only a year ago the British and 
French hurt themselves by ignoring 
the fact. 

In detail it is not clear what effect 
the Washington talks will have on 
British defense pol- 
icy. How soon and

Public Opinion weapons be _inte- 
grated? Will Brit- 
ain and the United 
States continue to build not only nu- 
clear weapons for bombarding distant 
targets, as part of the chief deter- 
rent, but also tactical weapons for 
possible use in Europe or elsewhere? 

These questions cannot be answered 
at least until the North Atlantic Coun- 
cil has had its annual review in De- 
cember, at which President Eisen- 
hower and Mr. Macmillan may them- 
selves be present, and until Congress 
has met again in January and consid- 
ered whether it will amend the Mc- 
Mahon Act. That it will permit a full 
sharing of effort and information on 
the design and manufacture of nuclear 
weapons is not assured. But if all 
goes well, the return to full partner- 
ship might be possible by next sum- 
mer. 

For British defense policy the de- 
gree of hard, practical co-operation is 
of critical importance. The launching 
of the Soviet satellite does imply— 
unless we are to continue the error of 
underestimating Soviet progress—that 
within perhaps three or four years 
the Government in Moscow may have 
at its disposal enough missiles to hit 
all, or nearly all, the main bases of 
retaliation simultaneously. 


‘Deterrent’ of the Future? 


It will not necessarily have them, 
but it may; and when it does the 
deterrent in its present form will be 
of little value. The British V-bomber 
force, in particular, cannot achieve a 
dispersal sufficient to make certain 
that some of it would survive for 
action. 

Are we, then, to seek dispersal of 
our share in the deterrent by other 
means—by putting it in submarines? 
To do so would mean taking this year 
a decision to divert great and costly 
resources to building submarines and 
missiles suitable for them. Research 
and development resources, as well as 
production capacity, would be re- 
quired. And the decision would have 
to be taken with no certainty that, 
by the time the weapons were ready, 
Soviet counter-measures would not 
have been devised. 

(When the decision to build the 
V-bombers was made, it seemed to 
the British Government a fair assump- 
tion that Russia would not have means 
of neutralizing them much before 
1965; but that has proved mistaken.) 

To undertake such a switching of 
resources is for Britain alone prob- 
ably beyond bearing. Unless there is 
genuinely fuller co-operation with the 
United States than in the past, down 
to the details of research on com- 
ponents at an early stage, Britain may 


have to drop out of sharing in the 
deterrent. 

That would be tronic if it were to 
happen at a time when the United 
States Administration has made the 
gesture of appearing ready to extend 
the nuclear partnership to other 
NATO nations.

You say in your leading article on 
“Combined Policy”: “Unless there is 
genuinely fuller co-operation with the 
United States than in the past, down 
to the details of research on com- 
ponents at an early stage, Britain may 
have to drop out of sharing in the 
deterrent.” 

But if the facts are as outlined in 
your article then, surely, you have 
already made out a case why we 
should drop out of attempting to share 
with the United States a Western pol- 
icy for continuing an arms race in the 
H-bomb age. For you have told us 
that “within perhaps three or four 
years the Government of Moscow may 
have at its disposal enough missiles to 
hit all or nearly all the main bases of 
retaliation instantaneously.” 

As Britain is one of the main bases 
of the West this means that we would 
be destroyed in about five minutes, or 
about the time it takes the House of 
Commons to say its prayers. 

It is interesting to note also that 4he 
British Admiralty takes the view that 
the Navy will be safer to make for sea, 
thus reversing the old chivalrous idea 
of women and children first. Indeed, 
it looks as if decisions involving the 
destruction of Britain may be taken by 
a group of generals well below the 
ground, 70 miles from Washington. 


Futilities of an Arms Race 


All that President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Macmillan can think up in view 
of these probabilities is a declaration 
of resounding verbiage about more 
co-operation in producing more deadly 
H-bombs and rockets and bigger sub- 
marines which the Soviet Government, 
having concentrated its attention on 
scientific research and having pro- 
duced a new and young generation of 
technologists, can counter with inven- 
tions of its own. 

Does anyone who knows the facts 
really think we will be better able to 
negotiate from strength with Russia, 
and perhaps China, in 1965 than we 
are today? That is the year, you re- 
minded us, when the V-bomber force 
is due to contribute “effectively to the 
deterrent.” 

Ought we not then to re-examine 
the whole basis of our defense policy 
that makes Britain one of the main 
bases in Western strategy? Indeed, 
are we really entitled to refer to the 
policies of the White Paper or the 
Eisenhower-Macmillan declaration as 
“defense’’? 

Mr. Khrushchev has made it quite 
clear that while he thinks capitalism 
would be destroyed in the event of a 
third world war, enormous losses 
would be inflicted on the Communist 
world too. Why should we not, having 
a common interest with the Russians 
in preventing mutual extermination, 
renew negotiations with them instead 
of proceeding on the assumption that 
greater co-operation with the Amer- 
icans in the futilities of an enormous- 
ly expensive arms race is the way out 
of the present impasse in which both 
the West and the East find them- 
selves?

When the Horse Was King 


THE LANDLOOKER, by William F. 
Steuber Jr. (Bobbs-Merrill, 367 pgs., 
$3.95.) 


Here is the homely narrative of a 
day whose door closed only yesterday, 
yet is gone forever, It is the story of 
Emil, whose father is a wealthy 
harness-maker in Chicago when the 
horse was king. It is the story of 
Rudolph, Emil’s brother, fast with the 
smooth talk and fast with the women. 
And, most of all, it is the story of 
Wisconsin in the 1870s when the lum- 
ber barons were rampaging through 
the woods, leaving desolation behind. 

To learn the harness business and 
to dispose of some war surplus stock 
which Pa had bought back cheap from 
Uncle Sam, Emil and Rudolph go to 
Wisconsin to develop new markets. 
As they travel north on the North- 
western, the novel, told through the 
boy’s words, becomes a love story with 
the past. Emil, as the teller, is naive, 
boyish, looking over 
the land, describing 
what he sees—al- 
though not always 
aware of how much 
he tells. 

First the pair hit 
Milwaukee, visit the 
bre weries, and taste 
the gemutlichkeit 
of that transplant- 
ed vaterland. For

En route they visit Kilbourn and 
the Wisconsin Dells. Emil whirls 
down the Wisconsin in a wild voyage 
on a runaway lumber raft. Emil shifts, 
his head to follow the endless flight 
of the passenger pigeon and to watch 
those handsome birds butchered by 
the blood-lust of man. Then north 
they head, Emil and the rascally Ru- 
dolph, to Green Bay and finally Pesh- 
tigo, just in time to share the inferno 
of that monstrous forest fire which 
whirled death on a flaming wind. 


This then is the story of our recent 
past, teld with loving hand in re- 
creation of ever-bygone days. The 
human narrative, the growth of Emil 
into a young man, the subplot of Ru- 
dolph’s cavalier bundling of Sarah, 
their servant girl—this is subordinated 
to the attempt to capture the past. 
Simplicity and some sweetness it has 
in the boy’s telling. Little impact or 
urgency, however. We follow the 
horse and buggy, we smell the warm, 
rich harness leather so strong it al- 
most makes us sneeze. But as the boy 
is used by the author as a device, he 
and his do not move our hearts. 

As Glenway Wescott wrote with 
nostalgia of Wisconsin; so does 
William Steuber. But the people mat- 
tered more even than the land to 
Wescott and that is only right. This 
is pleasant, however, and pleasing, 
this sentimental journey into yester- 
day. Reading it, we half-smile and 
wonder that it was so close and now 
so far away.

Lacks It, Editor 
Asserts. 


Lack of training of person- 
nel is one of the biggest prob- 
lems faced In the operation of 
school lunch programs, E. N. 
Snodgrass Jr., associate editor 
of the School Lunch Journal, 
said today. 

Here for a convention of the 
American School Food Service 
Association at Kiel Audito- 
rium, Snodgrass said in an in- 
terview today that 60 to 70 per 
cent of the personnel working 
in school lunch programs in 
the United States have not 
been trained. 

He explained that the asso- 
ciation is trying to encourage 
colleges to train people for 
management of the programs 
and that Cornell University is 
the only institution offering 
such a course. 

Increased numbers of chil- 
dren in the St. Louis area have 
to be fed, costs are rising for 
all services, and an _ under- 
staffed force of undertrained 
workers is carrying out the 
program, Snodgrass said, 
Despite this, the persons re- 
sponsible for setting up and 
administering the school lunch 
program in the St. Louis Pub- 
lic School system have done a 
good job, he asserted. 

Charles Naylor, assistant to 
the superintendent of instruc- 
tion, St. Louis Public Schools, 
said the school lunch program 
is a “teaching-learning”’ opera- 
tion and food service workers 
should be classified as mem- 
bers of the educational system. 
He said children learn table 
manners and courtesy from 
the workers. Naylor spoke at 
the first general session of the 
association’s four-day conven- 
tion here. 

Miss Evelyn L. Terrell, pres- 
ident of the organization and 
director of the school lunch 
program in Louisiana, said at 
today’s opening meeting that 
the school lunch has passed 
the point of being a gastro- 
nomical filling station. 

“It is becoming an important 
part of the educational system 
by teaching children that food 
is more important than some- 
thing that just fills you up,” 
she said.

V. 11, 1918, was a day to 
Neememier At 11 o'clock 
that morning artillerymen 
on both sides slammed the last 


shells into their guns and 
pulled the last lanyard. Weary 


doughboys fired their © last 
rounds. Then thousands of 
muddy, tired men in faded, 


cootie-ridden uniforms stood 
up in foxholes and trenches 
and went home. 


The War to End War had 
ended. Four years of mud and 
blood were fading nightmares. 
There would be white crosses 
to mark the battlefield but 
civilization would return to 
civilized pursuits. 


The final days of conflict 
were something to remember, 
too. The Sixth Regular Army 
Division, the “Sight-Seeing 
Sixth,” had moved from the 
Vosges Mountains to a support 
position in the battle of Ar- 


gonne Forest. After the fam- 
ous Forty-Second (Rainbow) 
Division and the other assault 
divisions had broken through 
the German defenses a gen- 
eral advance began through the 
unbelieveable tangle of forest 
and the shell-torn ground be- 
yond. Units that had suffered 
most were relieved and sent to 


the rear. Their men, ashen- 
gray sleep-walkers, stumbled 
rearward through ranks of 


fresher troops moving up. 
Despite the shambles of the 
Argonne, the piled-up bodies 
and the shattered vehicles, 
there was a spirit of victory in 
the air. A French truck driver 
caught the spirit, shouting 
“Boche fini” as he careened 
along a shell-pocked road. 


The shooting was not yet 
over, At night massed artillery 
lighted the horizon from end 
to end with salvo after salvo. 
The earth literally shook with 
the concussion and the roar of 
the guns beat on the eardrums. 
Any Germans on the receiving 
end of the firing were dead

Nathan Leopold's Own Story 


Deep Remorse After 10 Years in Prison 


Leopold Tells How It Affected His Thinking, Led to Determination to Help Fellow Convicts

Seventh installment in 
Nathan Leopold’s own story. 
Loeb and Leopold soon set- 
tled to the “deadly, leaden 
monotony” of prison life. 
They were assigned to dif- 
ferent sections of the peni- 
tentiary and given different 
work assignments, Leopold 
occupied himself with seri- 
ous study of various subjects 
plus light reading and the 
extra work of teaching first- 
grade classes of the prison’s 
illiterates. Then came his 
first birthday behind bars.

OV. 19, 1924, was my 
Niwentieth birthday. That 

night in my cell, when the 
mail was passed out, I received 
one of the finest birthday gifts 
of my life. Connie had written 
me a birthday letter. And, so 
far as I was concerned, Connle 
was the One and Only. It was 
a fine, friendly, cheerful letter, 
and in it Connie reminded me 
of something I had quite for- 
gotten. She wrote, in part: 

Sunday, Nov. 17, 1924. 

Dear Babe: 

I’ve started many letters 
to you, but they’ve all ended 
in the waste basket. Even as 
I'm writing now I don’t 
know whether this letter 
will ever be mailed. I have 
always thought—and still do 
think that it is better that I 
do not write to you. But to- 
day, as I was looking over an 
old date book of mine I 
found this little note “Nov. 
19— Babe’s birthday.” Do 
you remember when once I 
asked you what you’d most 
like from me as a birthday 
gift you said, “a letter.” I 
have not forgotten, 

That past spring she had 
plagued me repeatedly about 
what I wanted for a birthday 
present. Finally, one day, to 

satisfy her, I had answered, 
“A letter.” I had been a better 
prophet than I knew, for noth- 
ing in the world could have 
made me happier than that let- 
ter. I don’t know how many 
times I’ve read it; I still have 
it and, every once in a while 
I still, after 28 years, take it 
out and reread it. 

We were permitted to write 
only one letter every two 
weeks, and that had to be writ- 
ten on the lined, printed form 
supplied by the institution. My 
bi-weekly letter, I felt, had to 
go to my dad. But I just had 
to answer Connie’s letter. So I 
requested permission to write 
a “special letter.” When my 
sheet of letterhead was deliv- 
ered to my cell, I wrote as 
small as I possibly could. I 
wrote between the lines; I left 
no margin. 

A few weeks later I received 


another letter from Connie. 
She wrote: 

Dec. 9, 1924. 
Dear Babe: 


I was quite surprised to 
receive your letter, as your 
Aunt Birdie told me, when 
I spoke to her, that all the 


letters you were allowed to 
write went to your father. 
Before I heard from you, I 
had absolutely decided that 
the best thing—the thing 
that would make you the 
happiest—would be to forget. 
And the first step toward 
that would be not hearing 
from you. Oh, I know it’s 
easier to say “forget” than 
to do it, 

But I thought you might 
convince yourself that I was 
a product of your imagina- 
tion — that I never existed. 
Since I’ve received your let- 
ter, I've changed my mind. 
Oh, it’s not because I thin 
that you might be another 
Dante — even with your re- 
markable brain—nor that I 
might be another Beatrice. 
If, when you had the oppor- 
tunity to see things which 
are considered fine and 
beautiful — how can I think 
that I might inspire you that 
way now? No, I’ve reversed 
my decision because once I 
was proud and happy to call 
you my friend—and it is to 
make that friend a little hap- 
pier that I may write again. 

There was more—much more. 

Though she promised to con- 
tinue to write me, she begged 
me not to write her. She told 
me that evidently I did not re- 
alize the. circumstances: she 
had been specifically forbidden 
by her father to write me and 
while,. after considerable men- 
tal conflict, she had decided to 
disobey him, receiving letters 
from me in their distinctive 
prison envelopes could only 
lead to family conflict and em- 
barrassment. 

She kept her promise. Every 
three or four weeks the screw 
who delivered the mail handed 


me one of the mottled gray en--. 


velopes with the beloved hand- 
writing. They were just ordi- 
nary, friendly letters, such as 
any girl might write a boy 
friend. They described her 
daily doings and carefully 
avoided any reference to my 
circumstances or to very per- 
sonal matters. But what a lift 
they gave me! I have just re- 
read them today; they still stir 
my emotions, 


to wondering. Those letters 

meant so much to me that I 
was afraid of what would be 
the effect on me when they 
finally stopped. It was inevit- 
able that Connie would marry 
one day; I wouldn’t for the 
world have had it any other 
way. But when that day came 
I wondered how it might af- 
fect me emotionally if, in the 
meantime, I had permitted my- 
self to depend upon her letters. 
It was conceivable that it 
might, as the prisoners say, 
“drive me over the blue wall,” 
that is, drive me crazy. 

It seemed that preventive 
surgery was indicated. I pon- 
dered for months on just how 
I could convey to her tactfully 
at once how much her letters 
meant to me and why I was 
convinced that the best thing 
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Bo. during that winter I got 
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would be for her to stop writ- 
ing. The interdict on my writ- 
ing her made it even more dif- 
ficult. When I had about 
reached the conclusion that I 
should have to write her one 
final letter, her letters stopped 
coming. I don’t know what 
happened: whether she met a 
guy and became _ engaged, 
whether she had arrived inde- 
pendently at the conclusion 
that it was best for all con- 
cerned to stop writing, or 
whether her father renewed his 
objections. I carefully made 
no effort to find out. 

I am sure that Connie must 
have married years ago; she is 
almost surely a grandmother 
long since. But these are only 
the unimportant objective facts 
as they exist in the external 
world. What really matters is 
that in my own personal sub- 
jective universe Connie is still 
20—still the most beautiful, 
loveliest, sweetest girl who 
ever lived.

| ana I had been in prison 10 

of those 30 years. I had be- 
come, in many ways, a different 
man from the boy I had been. 
The first years in prison had, 
of necessity, been devoted 
largely to just keeping my head 
above water. Just living from 
day to day in this strange, and 
not too easy, environment had 
been enough to keep me busy. 
But by now I had become ac- 
climatized. To some small ex- 
tent I had even been able to 
modify my environment; there 
seemed to be now a little sur- 
plus left over from the struggle 
just to live, just to stay sane. It 
seemed a good time for a little 
self-examination, for a survey 


of how I stood psychologically. 


I, don’t mean that I sat down 
at a given place at a given time 
and devoted myself to medita- 
tion; it was rather that over a 
period of time I thought seri- 
ously about these matters. 

The central fact of my psy- 
chology was remorse—regret 
for the terrible thing I had 
done. I don’t know now just 
when, or just how, that feeling 
had come into being. Certainly 
it hadn’t existed when first I 
had been caught. But some- 
where between then and now 
remorse had not only entered 
my mental life; it dominated it. 
Many times it was very strong 
—so strong that it excluded all 
other feelings. But even at 
times when it was not present 
in the bright focus of attention, 
it pervaded my consciousness 
subtly, like a somber shadow 
affecting the tone of every- 
thing else; it was always “in 
the back of my mind.”

Retrieving Payload in Sputnik II

events has been too fast to 

forecast, but it’s a safe bet 
the Russians will have used 
every last bit of their scientific 
knowledge to make the fortieth 
anniversary of their revolution 
a world-shattering occasion. 
' By the time you read this, 
Sputnik II should be making 
its 135th trip around the world 
with perhaps a lifeless dog 
and complex instrumentation. 
There is even the unlikely pos- 
sibility the Russians may have 
placed a rocket or some pay- 
load on the moon, 


If the dead animal or unre- 
vealed scientific payload in 
Sputnik II is released in an 
attempt to retrieve it, the 
method used will not be total- 
ly unknown to scientists out- 
side the Iron Curtain. 


If it is not released, it will 
appear the Russians were more 
anxious to launeh their huge 
animal satellite at this time 
for its shocking impact on the 
Western world. 


The United States has per- 
formed many experiments in 
retrieving payloads from nor- 
mal rockets and so have the 
Russians. This is different, 
however, from retrieving a pay- 
load from an earth-circling 
satellite. 

To perform the latter, you 
must first steal some of the 
satellite’s velocity — a five- 
miles-per-second speed. Atmos- 
pheric drag will eventually do 
this, but to speed the process, 
energy must be used.

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T HE speed of Soviet space 


be 
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poses to do this by firing re- 
trorockets in the forward-mov- 


ing direction, thus slowing 
down the object so that gravity 
can take over to bring it back. 

But there is a limit to the 
amount of retardation that can 
be obtained in this fashion. To 
take away 2000 feet per sec- 
ond (about two-fifths of a mile 
per second) would roughly re- 
quire one pound of rocket for 
every pound of satellite, This 
means only the initial slow- 
down can come from a rocket 
within the satellite. 

At this point, the payload 
could be ejected by a charge. 
As the payload or capsule con- 
taining the animal or scien- 
tific apparatus drops and en- 
ters the atmosphere ‘(about 40 
miles above the earth), a para- 
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chute will open to slow the 
descent. 

Any capsule landing on the 
earth’s surface should have a 
small radio transmitter tuned 
to emit a signal telling search- 
ers where to look for it. Since 
over 70 per cent of the earth 
is covered by water, it would 
be essential the capsule landed 
on earth. This would require 
timing the discharge of the 
capsule from the satellite. 

What about the outer casing 
of the satellite? 

If this were made of Fiber- 
glas or a new material called 
teflon, it would enable the sat- 
ellite to withstand tremendous 
frictional heat, bound to occur 
as it plunges earthward. This 
teflon or Fiberglas is a poor 
conductor of heat. Thus it 
would not transmit heat to the 
interior of the capsule. This 
heat would wear away the tef- 
lon surface which might re- 
quire about a 50-pound shell 
but it would enable the capsule 
to get through. 

This concept is not new. 

The Germans had trouble 
with their carbon vanes in the 
exhaust of the V-2. A solution 
was found in using green oak 
vanes. These contain enough 
moisture to keep them from 
burning up. The heat of the 
exhaust made the oak give up 
its moisture, thus keeping the 
temperature from climbing too 
high, and a carbon layer was 
formed to resist erosion. 

Even a dead dog must be 
considered a scientific payload, 
for its body tissues will be ex- 
amined to see how high-energy 
primary cosmic rays in space 
affected them

payload means that when man 
eventually gets into space, he 
can return to tell about it.

ways the possibility of trying 
to make it up to him, however 
inadequately. But what can 
you do when the one you have 
injured is dead? How very 
often I’ve wished that I could 
trade places with Bobby Franks! 
I don’t believe there has ever 
been a time in the past 20 
years when I could not have 
jumped at the chance to lay 
down my life if it would restore 
his. That would have been the 
easy way; how often I’ve wished 
the world were so constituted 
as to make it that easy. But in 
the real world, wishing won't 
make it so. 

What, then, could I do? Noth- 
ing. I just had to live with it 
the best I could. And living 
with the thought of a great 
wrong you've done, a wrong 
you can't right, isn’t a very 
comfortable thing. 

I think it might have been 
easier if I could have got it off 
my chest, could have shared it 
with someone, could have told 
someone how I felt. But there 
was no one on earth to whom I 
could tell it; there was only 
God. Father Weir, the Catholic 
chaplain, had persuaded me to 
pray regularly, and since I 
started doing so, some 20 or 25 
years ago, the day has not 
passed that I have not prayed 
to God for the repose of Bobby 
Franks’ soul, for the assuaging 
of the grief of his parents, 
when they were alive, and for 
forgiveness for myself. 

Prayer helped, but it wasn’t 
enough. I wanted some way to 
live out my penitence, some ac- 
tive form of expiation. Right 
or wrong, I decided that the 
best thing I could do was to 
try to be useful, in whatever 
small ways were open to me. 
I'd try to show my repentance 
in actions, not words. My whole 
conditioning, from babyhood 
up, was opposed to showing my 
emotions publicly, to wearing 
my heart on my sleeve. 

Any public display of my re- 
morse would almost surely be 
interpreted as a play for sym- 
pathy. I’ve seen so many guys 
go to the Parole Board; I've 
written so many petitions for 
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clemency for other fellows. 
And they are so vociferously 
sorry. It is right, of course, 
that they should be sorry; a 
penitentiary is, by its very 
name, a place where one should 
become and remain penitent. 
But somehow I have never 
quite been able to convince 
myself that loudness of protes- 
tation is any very good indi- 
cation of sincerity. For myself, 
I determined that my penitence 
should take the form of deeds, 
not words. 
7” — . 

ND there seemed to be suf- 
A ficient opportunities, even 

in my restricted circum- 
stances, of being useful in a 
minor, quiet sort of way. The 
work I was doing in the li- 
brary, for instance, seeméd, to 
me at least, to be worth while 
and to be oriented in the right 
direction. Certainly what we 
were doing in the _ school 
should prove helpful to some 
of our fellow cons. I felt my- 
self a con, and it is only natur- 
al, I think, that my first con- 
cern should be for other cons. 
Large-scale projects, like the 
library and the school, didn’t 
hang on every bush, of course; 
you had to seize the opportun- 
ity when it arose and even 
sometimes take a hand in help- 
ing create the opportunity. But 
there were many little ways a 
guy could help some individual 
nearly every day. I have spok- 
en already of the many peti- 
tions for clemency, requests 
for rehearings by the Parole 
Board, and the like, that I have 
written for fellows. There 


were other things too: writs, 


business and personal letters, 
and the like. 

I say that I felt myself a 
con, and I felt, and feel, that it 
is wrong for a con to squawk 
under any circumstances. There 
have been cons I disliked 
heartily. There have been 
times when I have refrained 
from helping one. But I can 
honestly say that I have never 


consciously hurt another con.
